The editor recently had a few benchrest 
shooters over to his house on a Sunday 
afternoon, for a libation or two, and a 
good bull-session. One of the group 
brought along a bore scope, and we spent 
a lot of time looking down rifle barrels, 
particularly the barrels on my assembly of 
“historic” benchrest rifles. The majority of 
these rifles have never been fired by me, 
but rather they are “as arrived here”. Just 
about all of them have badly fouled bores, 
some very badly fouled. The improve- 
ment in barrel cleaning compounds in the 
last five years of so (Shooters Choice, 
Sweets, Gold Medallion) HAS been a 
major factor in the improvement of accu- 
racy levels.

... |had purchased it because it was built 
on a specific, very-small-numbers-made 
custom action owned by a noted NBRSA 
shooter. After its purchase (from an indi- 
vidual who had purchased it a year be- 
fore) | communicated with the original 
owner . .. and learned that the rifle had a 
great deal of personal importance to the

35 YEARS OF BENCHREST SHOOTING 


Ours is a relatively young sport; if one 
accepts the 1945 event at Johnstown as 
the beginning, then we are just now into 
the forty first year. There aren’t too many 
of the old timers still with us, however, 
and even fewer still shooting. Of the lat- 
ter, Bill and Barbara (Babs) Schellert are 
possibly the most notable. For more than 
thirty five years this St. Louis couple have 
contributed time and effort to the better- 
ment of benchrest; that their efforts have 
been little noted by the community in gen- 
eral is an oversight we hope, in some 
small way, to correct. 

Bill was one of the two men who estab- 
lished the Benchrest Club of St. Louis in 
1950-51. By 1952 facilities were mostly 
completed, and the Schellerts were active 
in the Heavy Varmint class. A couple of 
years passed and they found themselves 
bitten by the Big Gun “bug”. They loved 
the Heavy Bench guns and shooting ten 
shot groups. Both were tough competi- 
tors, and although Bill might have some- 
thing to say when his better half whipped 
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Bill Schellert and Barbara Schellert

him, his pride in her shooting was always 
apparent. 

In 1955 Bill received his first set of bullet 
making dies; .22 caliber by B & A. In that 
same year he obtained one of J.B. 
Sweaney’s reticule rules and_ the 
Schellerts did the measuring and scoring 
for the club matches. 

Not content to have been responsible 
for introducing benchrest to the St. Louis 
area, Bill — in 1957 — decided it would 
benefit both the local area, and the sport 
overall, if anew NBRSA region could be 
formed. His efforts, at the Championships 
in DuBois, were successful, and the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Region came into being. 

On June 14, 1959 Babs shot a .1695 
100 yard group in a Heavy Varmint match 
in Florissant. It was a record, and the 
equipment deserves a mention. The rifle 
was Bill's crow gun; a Model 70 cham- 
bered in .219 Donaldson, with a factory 
stock! 

In 1962 the Schellerts met Ed Shilen at 
the Nationals in Tulsa, and ordered a pair 
of Heavy Varmint rifles chambered in 
.222%2. In 1963, using their new Shilens in 
a tournament at St. Louis, both set class 
records. Bill put a .1039 single group to- 
gether at 100 yards, and Barbara fol- 
lowed with a .3462 aggregate at 200. It 
was the first time a husband and wife had 
set records in the same event, and further 
solidified their reputation as the number 
one husband and wife team in the sport. 
Incidentally, those Shilens, numbers 64 
and 66, are still in use twenty four years 
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later; the Schellerts estimate they've 
been re-barrelled nine or ten times! 

By now they were expected at all of the 
important tournaments; no match was 
too far away, and those who can remem- 
ber what the roads were like in pre- 
Interstate days can appreciate their dedi- 
cation. Too, their personal reputations 
were established. Bill and Barbara were 
known as competitors; before and after a 
shoot they could be found enjoying the 
fellowship of their peers, but they were all 
business during the day; they came to a 
match to win, and gave their full attention 
to that end. They shot well because they 
practiced, and because they took care of 
their equipment. For example, they pur- 
chased a set of .22 caliber carbide dies 
from Ross Sherman in 1963, and used 
them for fifteen years. 

In 1968 Bill set a mark that, to the best 
of my knowledge, has never been 
equalled; he won seven Grand Aggregate 
titles in a row, and only one of these was a 
club shoot! The other tournaments were 
the Mid Continent Heavy Varmint, Heavy 
Bench Nationals, Speer 2-Gun, Gulf 
Coast Heavy Varmint, Mississippi Valley 
Heavy Bench and the Mississippi Valley 
Heavy Varmint. 

In 1975 the Schellerts dropped out of 
Big Gun competition, and then laid off en- 
tirely in ’76 and for most of ’77. They did 
make the Volunteer Record Trials in 1977 
where Bill won the Heavy Varmint 100 
with a .221, and Babs was second with a 
.222. Bill then went on to grab the grand 
aggregate as well. The following May 
they attended the biggest match ever, the 
Super Shoot, and Bill bested 288 other 
competitors with a .223 100 yard aggre- 
gate in Heavy Varmint (this with a 2222, 
with unturned necks yet). 

Today the Schellerts are still at it, par- 
ticipating in half a dozen or so events in 
St. Louis every year. In addition to their 
Shilens, both have 6mm PPC Sporters 
built by Fred Sinclair, and they are still a 
presence to be reckoned with. In 1986 
Babs won the yearly Sporter Aggregate 
trophy based on all matches in that class 
conducted by the St. Louis club. 

Over the years these fine people have 
devoted themselves to the benchrest 
game, and have given generously of their 
time to help new comers to the game. 
They are much admired by all who have 
ever known them, and it can be truly said, 
“it’s a better thing for their presence”. 
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4,000 — THE MAGIC NUMBER 


Since the dawn of the rifled tube, shoot- 
ers have been striving to launch jacketed 
bullets of various calibers at the highest 
muzzle velocities attainable with the re- 
loading components available to them at 
the time. 

Some time during the 1920s and 30s a 
lot of development took place to “get the 
most out of what you got”. With the pow- 
ders, primers, cases and barrel steels of 
that era, numerous problems “popped 
up”. High pressures, ruptured cases, split 
barrels and cracked receivers, to name a 
few. With all of these little headaches only 
a few of the more persistent were able to 
achieve that magic number of 4000 f.p.s. 
Most of these experiments were with very 
light bullets in .224 caliber. In 1936 Win- 
chester offered to the shooting public the 
220 Swift, with its 48 gr. bullet at a pub- 
lished 4110 f.p.s. To the varmint shooter 
of that era this was like giving a rocket 
ship to a Neanderthal. The Swift was due 
to become the most praised, cussed at, 
maligned, badmouthed and misused car- 
tridge in history. All of the bad things said 
about the Swift came primarily from mis- 
informed gun magazine writers and jeal- 
ousy on the part of some wildcatters of 
the time who thought the 22-250 should 
have been chosen by Winchester as their 
hot shot .22 varmint load. 

The best thing of course was the 4110 
f.p.s. muzzle velocity. Even at this speed 
that little 48 gr. bullet lost alot of its punch 
beyond 250 yds. or so due to the very low 
sectional density of this light bullet. When 
loaded with today’s powders and a 55 gr. 
bullet it is still difficult to get over 3800 
f.p.s. without undue pressures, another 
one of the Swift’s downfalls. Don’t get me 
wrong. The .220 Swift was a good car- 
tridge, but it’s 50 years old and I’m sure 
with 1980s technology it can be replaced. 
(Some hot shot case designer also said 
this of the .30 Govt. 06; and if you think 
about it the U.S. has not won a war since 
the adoption of the 5.56 and 7.62 Nato 
rounds!) 

During the 1950s and 60s experiment- 
ers such as P.O. Ackley, Robert Hutton, 
Ralph Waldo Miller and some others 
worked with different case designs to 
achieve the highest velocities attainable 
with very light bullets in .224 cal. Even the 
.284 Win. case necked to .22 cal. would 
only crank out 4400 f.p.s. in a 30” barrel 
and this was with gobs of slow burning 
powder. They also necked down the .378 
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by

W.M. case. Using 106 grs. of very slow 
burning powder the most they could 
squeeze out of the 30” barrel was 4600 
f.p.s. with a 50 gr. bullet. This was to only 
prove that ultra high velocity is hard to 
come by for all practical purposes. You 
still need bullet weight to retain that veloc- 
ity for long range energy and killing 
power. Ken Clark of Madera, Calif. went 
the opposite way. He used 72 gr. to 82 gr. 
.22 cal. bullets in barrels with very fast 
twists at around 3500 f.p.s. To try and 
take advantage of the high sectional den- 
sity bullets to buck the wind and retain ve- 
locity and energy at long range, Mr. Clark 
used the .257 Roberts case blown out 
with a 30° shoulder necked to .22 cal. 
With these long bullets in a 1-7 or 1-9 twist 
barrel the rotational stress was tremen- 
dous and Mr. Clark made his own bullets 
with extra thick jackets to hold together 
under these stresses. Needless to say 
these bullets did not expand very well on 
thin skinned varmints and were used 
mainly on antelope, coyotes and larger 
varmints. 

When the 1980s rolled around, Jim 
Carmichel and Fred Huntington devel- 
oped the .22 Cheetah. It was made up in 
two versions, one with a 28° shoulder and 
one with a 40° shoulder. These cases use 
the full length Rem. B.R. brass with the 
factory .243 Win. neck length. The body is 


blown forward to form the shoulder. Here 
again high velocity is the criteria and they 
claim 4300 f.p.s. with a 53 gr. bullet along 
with better accuracy and lower pressures 
with the small primer, probably due to the 
less violent action of the priming mixture. 
A “senior citizen shooter” friend of mine 
here in Carson City, made some tests of 
his own with the basic B.R. brass in facto- 
ry .243 and .308 configuration and his 
conclusion was he experienced hangfires 
and incomplete combustion with the 
small primers using 4895 and 4350 in 
temperatures ranging from 40°-60°. | 
would like to see more extensive testing 
of the small primer B.R. cases under ex- 
treme conditions of ambient tempera- 
tures. Most testing of any cartridge is 
usually done under ideal conditions of 
temperature and humidity, but some of 
the old desert rats around here are 
tough! 

Kenny Jarrett’s .220 JayBirdis the .243 
Win. case with the neck pushed back to 
form a 35° shoulder with minimum body 
taper. Layne Simpson used this case with 
a Hart 1-10 twist barrel and 52-70 gr. bul- 
lets. Some impressive groups and veloci- 
ties were obtained but with some of the 
heavier bullets he experienced jackets 
disintegrating at the higher velocities. He 
recommended using a slower twist, 1-16,

in order to decrease rotational stress, 
lower pressures and still maintain stabili- 
ty with a 65 gr. .22 cal. bullet. A lot of small 
groups were shot with the 52 and 55 gr. 
bullets with velocities approaching the 
magic 4000 f.p.s. 

In recent years some work has been 
done with heavy (over 55 grs.) bullets in 
the .22 PPC benchrest rifles. | really don’t 
believe the 1.5” PPC case has quite the 
powder capacity to achieve velocities 
that are needed to take advantage of a 
high sectional density bullet at the longer 
ranges they are intended for. When the 
1.75 and 2” PPC cases are available then 
we might see some interesting develop- 
ments take place. 

Since the late 1970s | have been cham- 
bering for a case called the .22-.243 
Middlested. This wildcat was designed in 
1965 by Dr. Paul Middlested of San 
Diego, Calif. My reamer was ground by 
Dan Green of J.G.S. with a .468” base at 
.200” from the rim. It is throated for the 55 
gr. Sierra. The case is the .243 Win. with 
the neck pushed back to form a 30° shoul- 
der while using the factory .243 Win. body 
dimensions. 

The first rifle | made up using this case 
was based on a single shot F.N. Mauser 
action (you heard right). | turned a 1.250 
Douglas stainless barrel, 1-14 twist, 23” 
to about #52 contour. The barreled ac- 
tion was bedded into a McMillan high 
power match stock and painted with 8 
coats of Firemist Gold and 3 coats of 
clear. It was really a bitchin looking rifle 
and| wish! had some photos. It was made 
for a guy in Las Vegas and he was in such 
a hurry to pick it up | didn’t have time to 
take any photographs. The last time | 
heard from him he was shooting coyotes 
at over 400 yds. with much satisfaction. 
Most of the other rifles were 22-250s 
rechambered to the .22-.243 Middlested. 
The load used in these rifles was mainly 
39-40 grs. of H4895 with 53-55 gr. bullets, 
at around 3900 f.p.s. with quite a few 
groups in the 5s and 6s. 

In 1986 | made up another .22-.243 
Middlested for Mr. Jay Anderson of

Johnson’s Sporting World in Reno, Ne- 
vada. He also chose to use a Mauser ac- 
tion, this time an old 1950 F.N. military 
that had seen better days. The action was 
ground on the outside to straighten the 
lines and also to contour the charger 
bridge to the commercial F.N. contour. A 
Jantz bolt handle blank was welded on 
and shaped and a Redfield one piece 
scope mount base installed. | fitted and 
chambered a #5 Douglas 1-14 twist, 23” 
barrel for the .22-.243 Middlested. Jay in- 
stalled a Timney trigger and bedded the 
barreled action in an old 700 Rem. wood 
stock just for testing. 

As any “great” gunsmith should know, 
a Mauser has to be set up with both inner 
and outer action shoulders bearing evenly 


‘on the barrel shank. | also set the head- 


space to a tight crush fit. As a matter of 
fact so tight the R.C.B.S. full length sizer 
was too long to set the shoulder of the 
case back and we had to take about .010” 
off the top of the shell holder. A perfect 
crush fit! 

Jay also chose to use Rem. B.R. basic 
brass and a slight problem arose in neck- 
ing the cases down to .22 cal. Normally 
.243 Win. cases are run into a full length 
sizer in one pass and then fireformed to 
sharpen up the corners of the shoulder. 
Evidently the B.R. basic brass is thin in 
the neck. Shoulder area and some buck- 
ling occurred while forming cases in the 
.22-.243 die. A .308 Win. full length sizer 
was cut off .050” with a carbide tool and 
that took care of that! The .308 die is used 
to push the shoulder back and then 
necked to .22 cal. in the .22-.243 die. 

When Jay first started shooting this rifle 
in his tests he showed me a5 shot 100 yd. 
group he had shot using 46 or 47 grs. of 
4350 and a 55 gr. Sierra bullet that was 
one ragged hole, at least a high 3”. We fi- 
nally got hold of a chronograph and a 
month or so ago (Feb. ’87) Jay said he 
clocked 5 shots that averaged close to 
4100 f.p.s. with 51 grs. 4350 and a 52 gr. 
Speer bullet and groups still in the .5s. 
Last week | called him for some info for 
this article and he said that he had used 10 
grs. less of 4895 and the 52 gr. Speer fora 
little over 3800 f.p.s. and a .268” 5 shot 
group at 100 yds.! Seems to me | have 
heard of these 52 gr. Speer H.P.s some- 
where before. 

The 22-243 Middlested with a 52-55 gr. 
bullet at 4100 f.p.s. is only operating with 
48000-52000 p.s.i. where it takes 55000 
or more to do 300 f.p.s. less in the .220 
Swift case and primer pockets will not 
stay tight for very long at these pres- 
sures. 

| guess all you Swift fans out there in 
varmint land will have to admit things are 
getting tough for the old war horse. Cases 


are hard to get, only Norma loads factory 
ammo, cases stretch very badly and prim- 
er pockets loosen when trying to shoot 
loads beyond the limit of the case and it 
cannot be made from any other existing 
case. On the other hand .308 and .243 
brass is very plentiful and B.R. brass is 
some of the best made. | would still like to 
see some extensive testing done with the 
small primers under extreme variations of 
ambient temperature with the larger ca- 
pacity cases. Maybe there is some truth 
to the fact the small primer case is more 
accurate with less extreme deviation from 
shot to shot, less pressure, and all that 
good stuff that adds up to screamer 
groups. 

If you are concerned about barrel life 
and throat erosion stick with the .222 and 
.223. If you want high velocity with rela- 
tively heavy .22 cal. bullets go with a .22- 
.243. Like | tell my customers who are 
concerned with barrel wear, “Don’t buy a 
race horse to pull a plow”. 

lam inthe process of putting together a 
Rem. 700 S.A. with a 1-15 twist Hart bar- 
rel #5¥2 contour, 24” in a Shilen varmint 
stock and a 6.5 x 20 Leupold. I’ll let you 
know how it turns out. Whoops, almost 
forgot. Chambered for the .22-.243 
Middlested. 

By the way Dave, we used the bor- 
rowed chronograph from my friend Don 
Polglase who also works at Johnsons. He 
owns the Ruger #11 made upin .219 Don. 
Wasp. | finally checkered the stock 24 LPI 
and it looks great and shoots pretty fair 
also for a falling block rifle. 

We checked out the loads described in 
previous issues of P.S. and this is what 
we came up with. 

1. Rem XP-100 action - Douglas #4 
contour 1-14 twist 22” long .22 PPC .244 
neck, 28.5 grs. H335, 53 gr. Sierra. 5 
shots averaged 3367 f.p.s. with 12 f.p.s. 
extreme spread. Groups average in the 
-4s. Some groups with 4 shots in the .1s 
and low .2s. Must be me. 

2. XP-100 - Rem. barrel - 21” long 1-14 
.222 C.L.C. 24.5 grs. H322 averaged 
3387 f.p.s. This sure was a surprise to 
me. Most of the time a chronograph will 
make a fool out of you. Not this time. 
Groups run right around .5 with the 52 gr. 
Speer bullet. 

3. Ruger #1 - Douglas #5 contour 1-14 
twist 22” long. 5 shots with 29 grs. H4895 
averaged 3500 f.p.s. We got it up to 3700 
f.p.s. with 30.5 grs. 3031 and a 50 gr. bul- 
let just to prove “more is not always bet- 
ter”. H4895 will average .5 groups. Talk 
about old war horses. One of the best 
ever and seems to be coming on strong 
again with a few minor facelifts or im- 
plants, whatever.

| asked Jay Anderson to run off some 
computer readouts for the .22-243 ona 
few different loads that he has been 
using, and also some velocities that he 
has chronographed. This is (I find) a dan- 
gerous thing to ask of a fellow who is a 
computer enthusiast .. . look at what he 
came up with, for Pete’s sake! | think that 
the loading info is very interesting. Note 
the difference in only half a grain of three 
different powders in this relatively large 
case-to-bore-ratio cartridge. 

The photos can be best described as 
follows: Photo #1) From left to right. ..a 
.22 caliber on the .257 Roberts case, de- 
signed by the late Al Barr. Notice the 
amount of taper to the case; typical of the 
1930s and 1940s case designs. No won- 
der they were always having extraction 
problems! It’s just like a #2 Morse Taper 
center in the head or tailstock of a lathe; it 
has to be forced out. | have never seen 
any loading data on this particular case; it 
was given to me by a friend who knew Al 
Barr personally. Next case is the .22-250, 
then a .220 Swift, the .224 Clark, the .243 
Winchester, the .243, the .243 after hav- 
ing been run into a .22-243 Middlested full 
length sizing die, and finally the fire- 
formed .22-243. The case lying down on 
the far right is one of the first Remington 
BR cases, without a headstamp or a 
flashhole. 

Photo #2) is merely yours truly being 
artistic. 

Photo #3) A few of the groups fired with 
the .22-243. 

Photo #4) The .268 group described in 
the text. 

Photo #5) The four stages involved in 
making the .22-243 Middlested. A BR full- 
length .308 case, then necked to .243, 
then necked to .224, and_ finally, 
fireformed.

ment, because the shooter had never 
been able to get it to shoot well. Looking 
through the bore scope. . . the barrei was 
something that came from one of the bar- 
rel makers of the day . . . and should have 
not gone out the shop door. There were 
four of us sitting around at this gab ses- 
sion . . . all feeling sorry for the shooter of 
twenty years ago ... who had tried so 
hard ... and yet faced an (unknowingly) 
impossible task. 

Yours truly finally poked his nose out of 
doors, and went to a winter league match 
at Dunhams Bay at the end of March. It 
happens every year, at my first match. 
Boy, am | ever terrible (| mean ... more 
terrible than usual). | was working with a 6 
BR that had been put together for me by 
T.J. Jackson last year. TJ is a top flight 
gunsmith, and my struggles with the gun 
are no reflection on his workmanship; it’s 
my relative inexperience with this particu- 
lar cartridge. I'd been completely unable 
to get the gun to do anything (good) with 
53 clicks (Culver measure) of H322, and fi- 
nally went up to 55 clicks. An improve- 
ment, but still not grouping well. A day or 
so later | called TJ, who knows as much 
about the BR as anyone around, and was 
telling him my troubles. TJ asked me what 
seating depth | was using. “Well, your 
notes that came to me with the gun 
showed specific seating depths (accom- 
plished by overall length measurement of 
the top of the Wilson seater die) for Euber 
and Berger bullets, and that’s what | was 
following. No, | had not checked your 
measurements. Why?” 

And promptly got my ear chewed off. 
According to TJ. . .a very common failing 
of shooters with a new, unfired barrel is to 
painstakingly determine a seating depth 

. and then not re-check for another 
1,000 rounds or so ... on the basis of a 
presumption that it will take that long to 
put measureable wear on a new barrel. 
Wrong. The first 50 or 100 rounds will 
have quite an impact on those ends of 
lands and grooves that were so nice and 
square from a precision chambering job. 
According to TJ itis actually unusual fora 
gun NOT to need a seating depth change 
after its first 100 rounds. | went and 
checked the gun. . . and found absolutely 
no sign of touching the lands any longer 
. .. and had to make a good-sized correc- 
tion. | called TJ back, and told him “well, 
we know that particular gun isn’t going to 
do well with ‘jumping’ the bullets”. And TJ 
rumbled back... “Dave... in all our test- 
ing in that Houston warehouse. . .and the 
dozens and dozens of groups that Virgil 
King shot in there ‘in the zeros’ ... he 
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4,000 — THE MAGIC NUMBER

| spray pine sap all over myself, willingly 
wear a quilted, leather coat over two 
sweatshirts — in August, in Mississippi 
— and shoot in Highpower rifle tourna- 
ments. Much is said in PS about 
Highpower rifles and reloading considera- 
tions; here’s something about shooting in 
the sport itself. Assuming that some read- 
ers shoot highpower, this may help; at 
any rate, it will give them a chance to jump 
up and holler should they have different 
Opinions. 


The sport: 

There are two common courses of fire: 
National Match and Regional. The NM 
course has 10 shots, 10 minutes, slow- 
fire (loaded one at a time) standing, 
200yd; target has 13 inch aiming black 
which includes the 9, 10, and X rings, with 
all rings being 6 inches (X is 3 inches) 
each, out to a 5 ring. Then comes sitting 
rapid-fire on the same target at the same 
range; the shooter fires ten shots in 60 
seconds with one reload after the second 
(service rifle) or fifth (target rifle) round. 
Third is prone rapid-fire at 300yd; this tar- 
getis the same as at 200 save for the aim- 
ing black extending to the 8 ring; reload- 
ing procedure is the same and there is an 
additional 10 seconds in which to fire. The 
last course is 20 shots, 20 minutes, slow- 
fire prone at 600yd; this target has X — 8 
rings of 6 inches each, a 7 ring of 12 inch- 
es that makes up the aiming black, and 
with 7 — 5 rings of 12 inches each. That 
makes for a total of 50 shots. The Region- 
al course adds an additional 10 shots and 
10 minutes to standing; has two 10 shot 
rapid fire strings in each position; and the 
same 600yd firing as the NM. That is a 
total of 80 shots.

The rifles: 

Service Rifle Class allows US service 
weapons: M1, M14, M16. The M14 is The 
Choice. Target Rifle Class is dominated 
by bolt action rifles, Winchester Mod. 70 
wins most. The Rules sanction a gun- 
smith to do pretty much what he will: 
thumbhole stocks, diopter sights with fil- 
ters, a good trigger, stock adjustment 
provisions, etc. Most are chambered in 
.308 standard. The service rifle isn’t al- 
lowed much in the way of tricks; however, 
the barrel can be replaced, the stock can 
be thicker and be bedded, the trigger can 
be no less than 42 pounds, and several 
other components can be modified for 
greater accuracy as long as they remain 
closely similar with their “issue” counter- 
parts. A well constructed service rifle can 
shoot one minute or less, easily. Most all 
use a 1-10 twist barrel. 


GENERAL 


Sling: 

Target-class rifle shooters can use 
cuff-type slings; place the cuff either 
above or below bicep center and be 
thankful for this bonus. Service rifle 
shooters, on the other hand, must use a 
sling of the “standard-type leather or 
web” and have to learn a few tricks to 
make it work better. To install a leather 
sling: kneel down and rest the rifle against 
right shoulder; disassemble the sling, and 
install one keeper on the frog end of the 
long strap; run the loose end of the long 
strap through the ring on the short strap, 
and through that keeper. Install the sec- 
ond keeper on the long strap, then run the 
loose end of the long strap through the 
upper sling swivel so the frog will be on

the outside away from the forend. Next, 
run the loose end through the second 
keeper and fix the frog in place; turn the 
excess of the loose end back up toward 
the swivel and over the frog hooks: this 
makes a four-ply pad at the front swivel. 
The second keeper is then pulled down, 
by the inside strap, over this whole mess 
and past the frog hooks. Install the sling 
on the arm by first separating the straps, 
then twisting them one-half turn clock- 
wise — inside strap to outside. This 
makes the sling lay flat against the wrist. 
Shooter puts his arm through this open- 
ing and slides the sling either above or 
below the middle of his upper arm (never 
in the center — pulse effect); slide the first 
keeper back to secure the sling in posi- 
tion, making sure the sling is pulling 
straight on a line to the front swivel. Se- 
cure the short strap simply by placing the 
hooks over the lower sling swivel, or, just 
let it swing. Never treat a sling with oil; oil 
makes it stretch forever. How much ten- 
sion? So much that the rifle butt has to be 
pushed forward and wedged into the 
shoulder; so much there is a sensation 
that the sling is supporting the entire rifle 
weight and that weight is pulling forward 
(not the shooter pulling back). It only 
takes about five years to learn how to do 
this ... if you study. 


Pressures: 

Just as a Bench Rest rifle has to sit on, 
and slide along, the bags the same way 
every shot, so must the highpower shoot- 
er be mindful of the same consistency. 
Problem is: a shooter is in contact with the 
rifle in five places; all five have to be 
touched with the same amount of pres- 
sure every time. The sling must be kept in 
the same place on the arm, and with the 
same tension; the buttplate must be 
placed on exactly the same spot on the 
jacket; the right hand must grip consist- 
ently; likewise for the trigger finger, for the 
left hand, and for the face. How much 
pressure really doesn’t matter; but, gen- 
erally, the lighter the better for the face, 
hands, and trigger finger, and heavier for 
the sling and buttplate. 


Sighting: 

Target rifle shooters have it made: ad- 
justable aperture front and rear sights 
and spirit levels mean they have only to 
see the same amount of light around the 
aiming black and the bubble in the middle 
to get a center hit. (Boy, that sounds 
easy.) Start with a front aperture that al- 
lows about one and one half times the di- 
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ameter of the black; the first tendency is 
to go too small. Service rifle shooters 
have to be more careful: sight alignment is 
the key. Sight alignment is so critical be- 
cause poor alignment causes a far great- 
er impact error than does an error in sight 
placement. The aiming black should be 
centered in the rear aperture (and kept 
there) before the front post is even paid 
attention to; then the front post should be 
brought into its position. Most shooters 
use six o'clock hold; however, there is a 
trend toward “area holds” which include: 
frame, line of white, and others. Since the 
sight-hold picture is only a reference (the 
rifle can be made to hit anywhere), consis- 
tency alone dictates hold selection. Don’t 
be afraid to use a different zero for differ- 
ent positions. It’s not uncommon for good 
shooters to set their sights differently, ir- 
respective of range considerations, for 
each of the four stages. The head must be 
positioned so the aiming eye is looking di- 
rectly, straight, through the rear sight; 
this is especially important to eyeglass 
wearers. 


Trigger: 

Trigger control ... is the best way to 
describe the method of breaking engage- 
ment. No 20z triggers; the darn things 
move manually. Especially in standing po- 
sition, the shooter has to know exactly

when the shot will fire, and has to learn 
how to break that shot at will. Squeezing 
until it goes bang don’t cut it. Dryfiring 
helps as long as attention goes for two 
things: pre-pulling (or loading) pressure, 
and pulling straight back. The second is 
obvious; the first alleviates some of the 
problems with an...ahem... four anda 
half pound trigger. With practice, learn to 
feel, and hold, at least three pounds (the 
Army Marksmanship Unit boys can pull to 
four and a quarter, and hold it); when it’s 
time to pop, there is only about one anda 
half pounds to relieve. 


Natural Point of Aim: 

Place the rifle on the bench so it is 
aimed directly at the target; place the 
body soit will hold a highpower rifle direct- 
ly on the target. Since highpower rifles re- 
coil (kick, actually), that will move the rifle 
into the shooter in such a way that, if he 
isn't “naturally” pointed targetward, the 
recoil will move the rifle where his position 
is pointing it. This is a “path of least resist- 
ance” analogy. As air rifle and smallbore 
shooters well know, movement has a ter- 
rible effect on the bullet’s strike; it is en- 
tirely possible, especially with a high- 
recoiling rifle, for the barrel to move when 
the bullet is stili finding the exit. Since re- 
coil is a Given, the best we can do is to di- 
rect that recoil. 


Finding natural point of aim is easy: itis 
that position which allows a shooter to 
look away from the target, get comfort- 
able in his position, and look back through 
the sights. If the sight picture isn’t there, 
the NPA is off. Start with the mat position 
and angle; then look to body position. Im- 
portant: if the NPA is off left or right, move 
the entire body to fix it (like someone 
picked up the mat and rotated it), not just 
an extremity: that solves nothing since 
the first recoil wave moves the rifle right 
back where it started. Minor extremity ad- 
justments usually cure vertical inconsis- 
tencies. Something as simple as holding 
or expelling a little more breath, moving 
elbows, or moving left hand fore and aft of 
the forend can cure most. 


SPECIFICS 


Standing: 

This is the worst way there is in the 
world to shoot a rifle; but it can be produc- 
tive .. . even fun when the trigger is pop- 
ping when it should. Start by lining up 90 
degrees to the target line, left foot square, 
right foot angled away from the target 
about 15 degrees, and both about 
shoulder’s-width apart. Place the rifle 
high up on the shoulder and in the collar- 


bone notch (no more than the bottom inch

of the butt plate need contact); the rifle 
should be high enough so the head does- 
n't tilt at all to see through the rear sight 
— it should have only to turn left. Any tilt 
causes the body’s natural gyroscope to 
counter and force a sway. At this point the 
rifle is angled about 30 degrees to the 
right of the target; the shooter, keeping 
hips at 90 degrees, sets his weight into his 
right hip (this is why the right foot was an- 
gled), and twists his upper body left to line 
up on target. This sets a passive tension 
(though the first few times it feels active 
as hell) between upper and lower body 
muscles: stability. The proper feeling is 
the rifle balancing directly over the chest 
area. The right elbow is angled down; the 
right hand exerts only enough tension to 
hold the rifle secure. Since the butt sits so 
high on the shoulder, there is no need for 
force to upset this delicate relationship. 


The left elbow rests along the ribcage, 
never around onto the stomach: breath- 
ing and heartbeats upset aim in that posi- 
tion. Most good shooting coats have a rib 
pad which should be sprayed with 
stickum. Raise the left elbow up high then 
let it affix to this pad; the rifle’s weight 
then settles without any upward force 
from the left arm. Left hand should be on 
the magazine of the M14, and on the mag- 
azine floor plate of an M1 or bolt gun. 
Don’t grasp the magazine: any pressure 
there has a bad effect on stilling the rifle’s 
motion (except in the wind; then it’s a 
trade-off). As with all shooting positions, 
the goal is to let the “big” muscles and 
bone structures support the rifle. Most 
shooters rest the mag on their palm. Fora 
target class rifle, the best left hand posi- 
tion to start with can be borrowed from 
ISU Standard shooters: fist on the 
floorplate; thumb on the trigger guard. 
Variations: wedging the stock between 
split fingers, holding on the fingertips with 
thumb on the trigger guard, etc. Find what 
holds the rifle the most consistently, and 
which allows consistent free-recoil.

The biggest, and most noticeable, kudo 
to shooting from this position is that the 
rifle never stops moving! Don’t try to stop 
it — you can’t. Simply accept this motion, 
learn to affect a controllable “wobble 
area”, then shoot on the run. The mistake 
most shooters make is this: the rifle can 
be stilled for a split second; during that 
split second the shooter calculates that 
“now” is the time to pull (jerk) the trigger 
before that thing starts wobbling again. 
By break time, muscle tension, and trepi- 
dations, have pulled the sights way off. 
Solution: start with the rear aperture and 
the front sight in alignment then “freeze” 
that picture and keep them together for 
the duration of that shot, regardless of the 
location of the black; allow the rifle to 
move while trying to get the aiming black 
centered in the rear aperture, but let it 
begin to settle down to consistent left- 
right/up-down motions. Move the upper 
body, not arms and rifle, to guide the ri- 
fle’s aim. Imagine the rifle, and its sights, 
are frozen, in position, to the torso. Take 
up trigger slack and load it; break the shot 
when this happens: front and rear sights 
still in tandem, black centered in the rear 
aperture, and sights are moving into the 
black. Break the shot as the sights settle, 
for the instant they do, on the black. This 
“anticipation” is hard to discipline. Obvi- 
ously, trigger control is important; there is 
not time to squeeze, that is done before 
the shot breaks. Don’t sit between shots: 
it takes more energy getting up and down 
than it does to stand in position for the du- 
ration of firing. While on the subject, once 
NBA has been established, never move or 
even shift the feet. So .. . pull the jacket 
up tight, set the sight alignment, wobble 
around, and shoot when the sights move 
into the target. And be quick about it! 


Sitting rapid-fire: 

Most shooters use a crossed-leg posi- 
tion — it’s the best. Establish NPA with 
legs relaxed. Should the legs have to be 
tensed to hold the sights on target, don’t: 
they will shift under recoil. Normally, any 
elevation changes are made by reposi- 
tioning left hand along the forend; wind- 
age changes are most often affected by

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body position. Most shooters get the best 
result by leaning down, forward, as close 
to the ground as they can without excess 
head tilt (this position demands some). 
Canting the rifle is a major problem in sit- 
ting; as a matter of fact, some very fine 
shooters make a zero change and shoot 
with it. It’s far easier to simply install the 
rifle onto the shoulder pad by canting the 
butt the same amount in the opposite di- 
rection; leaning down into final position 
pulls the rifle straight. Most shooters pull 
up sling one or two notches and use a high 
position. The sitting position is the most 
affected by recoil. Help solve this by work- 
ing very hard on NPA, leaning forward and 
getting the right shoulder more facing the 
target, concentrating on replacing the 
butt in the same position after reloading, 
and by relaxing the legs. An almost dis- 
gusting gob of stickum helps too. Keep 
breathing: sixty seconds is a long time to 
shoot. Taking a good, proper breath be- 
tween each shot makes cadence (shot 
counting) less a problem; too many shoot- 
ers try to hold their breath for the whole 
string. Use a stopwatch until natural ca- 
dence is found — it’s legal. Strive for a 
three second cadence, shot to shot. Com- 
pact... is the best thought for sitting po- 
sition. 


Prone rapid fire: 

This is all basically the same as prone 
slow fire, save for the following: the posi- 
tion is usually a little “tighter”, that is: el- 
bows, especially the right, are a little far- 
ther forward, sling is a little higher on the 
arm, the right leg is brought up closer to 
the right elbow. These things make for a 
higher position that helps dampen recoil 
effect. Cadence for this is four seconds, 
shot to shot. 


Prone slow fire: 

There is a tendency now for good 
shooters to assume a “roll-over” position. 
This has the shooter more directly behind 
the rifle, that is, with little angle of torso to 
bore line. This requires more “roll-over” 
onto the left hip, thigh, and side. There is 
little pressure on the right elbow. Left foot 
is turned over on its outside edge, toe 
pointing to shooters right; both legs are 
close together, right leg is drawn up to the 
point it assists in holding position. This 
position places the head back on the 
stock (good), level (good), and eyes look- 
ing straight through the sights (good). For 
those not familiar with the “Parris Island” 
prone: it was far more spraddle-legged, 
angled, and flatter on the mat. The forend 
lays across the left palm: fingers spread 
and never gripping, wrist straight in line 
with forearm, and forend angled across 
the base of the left thumb. The forend 
doesn't rest in the middle of the palm. If 
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possible, place the left hand fully against 
the front sling swivel on a service rifle; 
otherwise, use much stickum. Target ri- 
fles use a hand stop to check left hand po- 
sition; start with it adjusted the same dis- 
tance from the trigger as is the measured 
length of pull. 


TIPS & TRICKS 

1. Wedge a nickle:in the M14 magazine 
follower for dryfire; it lets the bolt work. 

2. A 12ga shotgun shell with the primer 
area drilled to size makes a fine M14 
bore guide. Quit laughing . . . I’m seri- 
ous.

Dear Dave: 

Unfortunately work has been interfer- 
ing with my experimenting and shooting 
so | apologize for the recent lack of corre- 
spondence. My fan mail has been delight- 
ful, it's so neat to hear from people who 
got the same great results | did in my test- 
ing. 

Enclosed are a few bore scope photos 
that your readers will find terrifying. One 
barrel came off my first Mod 70 NM 30’06 
| used in competition and had probably 
3500 rounds through it, about 1/3 of 
those sustained (rapid) fire. Note the clas- 
sic cracked surface, dried up desert look. 
The top of the bands (bore surface) looks 
the worst while the grooves where the 
high velocity gas have eroded things look 
pretty bad also. The real gas erosion 
seems to be at the forcing core or throat 
and it looks awful. 

The other interesting barrel is the 270 
Mod 70 pre 64. This is the gun and barrel 
used for the previous lead bullet article. 
Even after being set back a few threads 
and rechambered, this barrel looks pretty 
bad and had never been used in heavy 
competition or rapid fire, just a lot of plink- 
ing. Goes to show what high pressure 
does to a barrel. 

Been doing some 100 yd work trying to 
get my 375 W. (38-55) competitive for 
Coors bench shooting. The groups look 
great until measured center to center. 
Large holes are very deceiving. At least in 
“Hunter Rifle” they let you score to the 
edge of the hole, not at Coors in the Bench 
Rest, it’s center to center of the holes. Off 
hand it’s to the edge, though. 

One interesting basement “sport” is 
chucking a 2 cavity bullet mold up in the 
lathe and boring out a few thousands in

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the nose section of each cavity keeping 
the concentricity within a few tenths of a 
thousandth and not have the tool marks 
or the change visibly show on the finished 
bullets plus have both cavities match. It’s 
all done blind and by feel after the mold is 
trued up. My father, who was a master 
machinist, taught me many of these tricks 
when | was akid. You never see the boring 
tool making its cut. 

Bullet molds should be corrected so the 
nose taper matches the throat taper if 
best accuracy is to be had. Many of the 
Cast Bullet shooters using gas checks 
bump up their cast bullets in a die to pro- 
duce the same taper as the barrel throat, 
one more step | can do without if my bullet 
mold has been corrected. 

For the MESC. file enclosed are a few 
test group targets fired with these plain 
base lead bullets. Considering single shot 
falling block rifles in a normal weight have 
never been known for sub MOA groups, 
it’s fun to surmise what could be done 


with a proper BR action set up. For that 
statement all the single shot boys are 
going to jump on me, but Pope never 
guaranteed anything under minute of 
angle atlong range, and he was the best. 

And these were all shot with fixed 
ammo, not breach seated as most single 
shot shooters do. 

The old timers were not concerned with 
anyone cheating by using Jacketed bul- 
lets, bolt guns or whatever. Their attitude 
was good luck, just try and hit that little 25 
ring Off hand at 200 yds, use what you 
want. Thus the development of the 
Shutzen rifle for just Off hand shooting. 
It’s a lousy bench gun! The gun had to be 
comfortable and light recoil for those 100 
shot OH matches. A hundreds shots Off 
hand with 30’06 full loads!!, forget it. 

Low velocity, high ballistic coefficient 
fixed bullet loads that group tight are a 
real but attainable challenge. It’s better to 
not break position for reloading cartridg- 
es during a string as points can be 
twitched away very quickly offhand. With 
pit service and lots of time, years ago, 
muzzle or breach seating loading worked. 
Today they just put up targets for 30 re- 
cord shots, no pit service but lots of time. 
So when you get a good position, let em 
rip and don’t break or lose your concen- 
tration. 

Dave, the first time you try a 24-36X 
scope Offhand, | recommend dramamine 
tablets for the rocking and roiling firing 
line you swear you can feell!. 

Among MESC targets are a few from 
testing my un-lapped .44 Mag. for bullet 
hardness, rather dramatic. 

One of the Coors targets from last year, 
autographed by Bill Coors, it didn’t win 
much but no one shot a better one, | just 
needed 4 more like it to win. And this they 
score a 249, not a 250. My wife, Lillians’ 
248 also didn’t look too bad.

OLD TRICK — — NEW TOOL 


When we have a BR procedure that has 
been in use perhaps twenty odd years 
with a special tool available for fifteen of 
those years, we tend to think that both 
procedure and tool are etched in stone 
and no improvements are possible. It was 
my pleasant surprise recently to be pre- 
sented with a completely new approach 
to an old problem, that of making the flash 
hole uniform in match cases. 

But a bit of history ...... 

| first met Bill Caldwell at the 1972 
Speer Shoot over the 4th of July at 
Kelbly’s range in Ohio. He was head bal- 
listician for Speer Bullet Co. and we spent 
a lot of time together over that holiday. | 
came away with the feeling that | had just 
listened to one of the sharpest cats I’d 
ever met in 30 odd years of benchrest 
shooting of one kind and another. In fact | 
was long past the stage of being easily im- 
pressed at that time. 

Shortly after that Bill was burned to 
death in a tragic auto wreck and we all 
mourned his loss. A bright new star had 
gone out. As the story was told to me 
some years later Ray Speer, a former 
NBRSA president and president of Speer 
Bullets, gave some of Bill's notes to Chet 
Brown to see if he could help decipher his 
thoughts. 

At the time of his death Bill had been 
running extensive studies and tests on 
the performances of primers and all the 
things that effected their function. Bill had 
made studies of the shape of the flash 
hole and was very disturbed by the “man-

hole cover” that is raised on the inside 
when the flash hole is punched through. 

It was for that purpose that the 
uniformer was created. There was never 
evidence that flash hole size made any dif- 
ference. This was substantiated by

the 1986 IBS Championships is evidence of 
admirable consistency over six days of in- 
tense competition.

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KIND and we experimenters had a chance 
to ‘roll our own’. 

Palmisano and Pindell have claimed 
from the introduction of the PPC that the 
accuracy of that case stems from the 
small flash hole AND the small primer. 
The small primer theory is widely accept- 
ed but | got 1/8” groups with my PPC with 
BOTH the Sako flash hole size and with 
the .080” size as did a number of others 
who tested theirs. Since neither the PPC 
guys or | had Research testing facilities | 
have to question that claim. I’minclined to 
go with the Remington results. 

The problem that Caldwell had encoun- 
tered on uniforming the flash holes from 
the inside stemmed from not knowing 
how to stop the uniforming process the 
same each time. Case necks cannot be 
used because of variation in length. He 
was afraid to trust head wall thickness for 
uniformity and a sharp drill could be sent 
too deep by an over-zealous user. 

He solved this by firing a lot of cases in 
the same rifle with the same primer lot 
_ (which is about what we do when we 
fireform) and then he used the piloted drill 
against the anvil of the fired primer and 
used that as his stop. The tests showed 
that one given lot of primers fired in a like 
lot of cases would provide an excellent 
stop for the pilot drill in the same basic re- 
lation to the bolt face. Frankly | think that 
for all practical purposes the main object 
that we, as shooters, have is to eliminate 
the ‘manhole lid’ and round out any egg 
shaped flash holes. Caldwell was con- 
cerned we would be running the counter- 
sink drill too deep which could weaken the 
web. Today’s cases are more uniform in 
head thickness, at least within lots, and 
this problem is not as great as it used to 
be. 

The K & M UNIFORMER tool accom- 
plishes the same thing in a different man- 
ner. Ithas a cup shaped stop built into the 
shank of the tool which causes the uni- 
forming process to stop when the cup hits 
the inside of the case head. The drill and 
pilot protrude from the cup the right 
amount to eliminate the “manhole lid” and 
chamfer the inside of the flash hole while 
opening the flash hole if needed. Thus an 
equal chamfer and uniform depth of hole 
reaming will be done on each case — a 
clever and novel improvement on a well 
accepted procedure that has been in the 
benchrest game for most of seventeen 
years now. 

The cup effect on the stop is of suffi- 
cient diameter to provide relief to miss the 
“manhole lid” and !et the cutting edges of 
the drill do their job on the punched in lid. 

There are some tools available where 
the purchasers have been told to use the 
pilot against the case mouth and that just 
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doesn’t seem to be a correct approach. 
The K &M approach is a far more sensible 
one and much safer for the novice targe- 
teer. 

PLEASE DON’T CALL THIS A REAM- 
ER. We have reamers for the primer pock- 
et and since Caldwell called it a “uniform- 
ing” process and Chet Brown, who was 
as impressed with Caldwell as | was, kept 
the “uniform” name when he created the 
FIRST “Uniformer”, | think it should be 
called a UNIFORMER. 

The K & M UNIFORMER is quick and 
easy to use. It is self stopping and the top 
shaped piece that slides freely on the 
shank keeps the drill centered. A suggest- 
ed procedure sketch is enclosed to show 
how the tool may be used. 

Usually one or two turns BY HAND will 
be sufficient to cut off the inside “manhole 
lid” and uniform the flash hole. Use your 
fingers — NO POWER — and feel it cut 
off the lid that was punched inward. Have 
a special smaller drill size for PPC and BR 
size flash holes for those who prefer the 
smaller flash hole. 

The K & M tool was developed by Ken 
Markle of York, Pa. whois both a Mechan- 
ical engineer and an Electronic engineer 


by trade. Best news of all is that his new 
tool sells for less money than previously 
available versions of the Uniformer. 

An excellent design and well thought 
out benchrest accessory. 

(Editor: the new tool is of course avail- 
able from Bob Pease Accuracy).

Dear Dave 

Knowing that you are a wildcat freak at 
heart, | am sending along four cases to 
keep you amused for a while. 

The .222 with the sharp shoulder (case 
on the right in the photo) is a case that | 
was shooting in the late 60s and early 
70s. | once set a record with it in the light 
varmint class at 200 yards. Since our 
world already had Hornets, Bees, and 
Wasps, | called it a B.B., for bumble bee. It 
got referred to around Grand Prairie, 
Texas as the Bunch Burger. It had almost 
no body taper. It was a good case, and | 
think it stillis. | have used the same shoul- 
der length on the .223 and the .222 mag- 
num cases as well. 

Since the case worked well, | got to 
thinking about, and wondering about .. . 
what if | did the same thing with a .308 
case? Eventually | was to go ahead and 
do it, with a .300 Savage case instead of 
the .308. That’s the second case on the 
right in the photo, next to the improved 
.222 that inspired it. It is a full length .300 
Savage, with a .295 length neck. The 
case shot rather well. | won several 
matches with it, while shooting a 140 
grain flat base bullet, including the Texas 
state championships and the Gulf Coast 
regional championships, both in the unre- 
stricted class. | even had some wins with 
it in the sporter class. 

The case on the left in the photo is a 
shortened .300 Savage. | made the case 
up with hunter class in mind. Figures that | 
developed show that a .300 Savage case 


1.612” in length, with a standard shoulder 
has the same capacity as a .30-30 case; 
and a blown out case with a neck length of 
.295” need only be 1.590, so | made the 
case 1.593” overall length. It shot well 
with 110 grain Speedy Gonzalez bullets, 
but better still with 125 grain bullets. My 
personal opinion is that | would be better 
off with a 1-15 twist barrel, and that is 
something that! am going to have totry. 

Next | made up cases of 1.785” length, 
and | settled down to shooting every .30 
caliber bullet in the 125-150 grain range 
that is available from Speedy Gonzalez 
and from GTB Bullets. | had my best re- 
sults with the 135 grain bullets, and the 
two makes shot virtually equal as to re- 
sults. 

Next | moved on to the full length .300 
Savage case. Here | had the best results 
with 140-150-168 grain bullets. You will 
notice that as | increased the capacity of

the case, that progressively heavier bul- 
lets were needed for best results . . . sug- 
gesting strongly some sort of a correla- 
tion between the two. | suspect that any 
of the three versions of the .300 Savage 
will work, as long as one takes some care 
to match the bullet weight and the barrel 
twist. All of my work with these three 
cases used the same gun, merely 
rechambering the same barrel. | probably 
should have done more testing with each, 
but | was having too much fun making up 
the wildcats. 

The second case from the left in the 
photo is a .224 Weatherby, with a bushed 
primer pocket to allow the use of small 
rifle primers. Groups shot with it never did 
get down to the point where | was looking 
for an official screamer patch application 
form, but | did conclusively establish at 
least one thing to my satisfaction ... the 
case shot considerably better with small 
rifle primers than it did with large rifle 
primers.

| have passed your subscription appli- 
cation along to Stella Buchtel, and you 
will receive the April issue, I’m sure. 

lam enclosing herewith a complimenta- 
ry copy of the March issue, as a bit of an 
aid to you in some of what | have to say 
here. 

Oddly enough, the benchrest world has 
chosen to completely ignore the 7BR 
Remington. It would take a long bit of 
analysis as to why, but I'll give you a few 
guesses. ... 

1.) When the BR case first became in- 
troduced to the accuracy world, it was 
available only as the BR “basic” case. As 
such, it took a lot of hassle to form, was 
too thick to begin with, and just about all 
the shooters said to heck with it ... and 
went instead to the PPC case. One of the 
very few exceptions to this was the skilled 
Austin, Texas gunsmith. .. T.J. Jackson, 
Jr., 11803 Indian Head Drive, Austin, 
Texas 78753. TJ has had along-standing 
romance with the 6BR. When the factory 
brass became available for the 7BR case, 
| know that TJ purchased a short ton of 
the stuff. . . to make certain that he never 
was without again. | don’t know if TJ has 
played with the 7BR at all... you might 
ask him. 

2.) On page #26 of the March issue you 
will find a letter from Harold Broughton, of 
Big Spring, Texas ... another top-notch 
gunsmith. Harold talks about the BR case 
inthatletter. His address is on page #2. 

3.) Back to BR history. Most benchrest 
shooters fire their loads a trifle on the 
“warm” side. | am somewhat doubtful if 
the 7BR case has the capacity to really 
move out a 110-120 grain bullet, let alone 
a heavier version. Benchrest quality bul- 
lets in 7mm size are made by SG Bullets 
(PS advertiser), and GTB Bullets (avail- 
able from PS advertiser Bob Pease Accu- 
racy). 

It is my admittedly personal opinion 
that you are going to have to go to a big- 
ger case than the BR for 7mm bore size.

ABOUT THE 7BR 


Since typing the first page of this letter, 
I’ve had a burst of ambition, and called 
Jim Stekl at Remington. If the name is un- 
familiar ... Jim is a member of the U.S. 
Benchrest Hall of Fame, and has been 
with Remington for over twenty years. He 
also just happens to be the guy that devel- 
oped the BR cartridge for Remington. | 
spent ten minutes talking to Jim on the BR 
subject. By coincidence Mr. Stekl has just 
decided to undertake some serious test- 
ing to find out exactly how much accuracy 
can be wrung out of the 7BR case. They 
are building up a 40x actioned rifle, set up 
for the 7BR chamber. They plan to do 
most of their testing with 150 to 168 grain 
bullets, and they have settled on a 1 in 8 
twist for this setup. Jim remarks that 1-9 
or thereabouts is the more common barrel 
twist for those playing with the 7BR. He 
feels that a faster twist is called for here, 
in view of the smaller capacity case being 
used. Jim has not done any chronograph 
work with the 7BR, but will be doing some 
shortly with the new rifle now being built. 
Since | wasn’t going to take “no” for an 
answer, Jim finally guessed 2300-2400 
f.p.s. for the 7BR velocity at muzzle; | am 
guessing at the lower portion of this 2300- 


2400 range myself. 

In the upcoming April issue of PS you 
will find a cover story about the brand new 
.30 American cartridge now available... 
basically a .30-30 with a small primer 
pocket, small flash hole, annealed further 
down than usual, and made to match case 
tolerances by Federal Cartridge for a 
group of benchrest shooters. Although it 
will require some case forming work ... 
that case WILL have the boiler room ca- 
pacity required to properly move out a 
medium to heavy weight 7mm or 30 cali- 
ber bullet. 

| also refer you, in the March issue, to 
the article by Jonn Ambler, a very talented 
gunsmith in Fort Collins, Colorado, about 
his reduced capacity .308, the .30 SP. An 
interesting little rascal of acase... John 
is building me one now. 

Another gunsmith that has played 
around a decent amount with the BR in 
6mm, as well as doing a lot of silhouette 
gun work is Clay Spencer, RD #1, Box 
546, Scottsville, Virginia 24590. Clay is 
also a top flight benchrest gunsmith. 

Hope that this is of some help to you.

EXPERIMENTS WITH HEAVY BULLETS IN 6MM 


The start of all this goes back to’77, when 
| was at The Nationals, and! was set up at 
a loading bench near Jim Stekl. | was 
looking over his shoulder, curious as are 
all bench resters, and doubly curious be- 
cause | was arelatively new shooter, near 
one of the great names of our sport. | saw 
this really pretty, fat, short little cartridge, 
and | just had to know more about it. 
When | finally got up the courage, | went 
over to talk to Jim about it, and learned 
that it was the 6BR that | was looking at. | 
asked if | could... ah... borrow...a 
case from him, which of course | got, and 
managed to talk him out of a few more be- 
sides. 

When | got home, | received a rifle from 
Larry Baggett, chambered for the 6BR. | 
started shooting it with 60 grain bullets, 
and it showed really quite well. | particu- 
larly recall that at 200 yards | fired the best 
group | had ever fired at that range one 
day, which measured right around .230, if 
| recall correctly. That should have been 
enough to satisfy any reasonable normal 
human being, but when you shoot groups 
like that in your first day with a rifle, well 
your imagination begins to pick up a bit as 
to what you think you might be able to ac- 
complish with THIS GUN. | remember 
calling Larry Baggett, that night, and with 
a studied air of casualness, asking what 
he wanted for the gun. Not getting a direct

answer from the fellow, | can recall telling 
him with finality that he wasn’t going to 
get the gun back, he might as well give me 
a price, and if he insisted that | mail the 
gun back to him, | wouldn’t be at all sur- 
prised if it didn’t get lost in the mail. Not 
surprisingly | did become the owner of 
that gun, and it was a good rifle. | no long- 
er have it, but all my memories of the gun 
are pleasant ones; it shot some good ag- 
gregates while | owned it. 

At about the time that | started fooling 
around with the BR, | had a friend named 
Denny Andrews, who was a local attor- 
ney. He’s back in Virginia now. Denny was 
agood friend, and he used to call me every 
couple of weeks and sort of harass me, 
asking what | was fooling around with 
now. Denny knew that | was an experi- 
menter type, and often would be trying 
some real unusual attempt at something 
or other. | remember one of his calls, when 
he asked me what | was trying different 
now. It so happened that | had done abso- 
lutely nothing unusual for some time, but 
I'd be darned if | would admit that to a guy 
who would have been ... well .. . disap- 
pointed in his local Rube Goldberg. ..sol 
told him, completely off the cuff and com- 
pletely ... well... untrue... that | was 
hard at work with some 90 grain 6MM bul- 
lets. Well, a good idea, in theory, always 
sells well... witness the Pied Piper story 
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shouldn’t you?

... and! could hear my friend thinking. . . 
through the phone. Every hear a bench- 
rester think . . .over the phone? It’s a mild 
whirring noise, like something made by 
the revolving discs on a computer. After a 
pause, he said he’d be down to see me 
Saturday, to see this wonder that had 
come to pass . . . which he begun to sus- 
pect, after observing a few star in the 
heavens ... right over my loading room. 

This put me in the soup, with both feet 
in my mouth for good measure. | could ei- 
ther move (in three days time). leaving no 
forwarding address, or | could get in the 
Harwood loading room, and see how big a 
bullet | could possibly make .. . like fast 
...uSiNg a .825 jacket. My wife didn’t ap- 
pear too happy with option number one. 
Into the loading room. Never made any- 
thing larger than 70 grain before. | found, 
with a little trial and error, that | could get 
an 80 grain bullet all right . . . but the pro- 
duction of that little critter was not the 
high point of my bullet making career. Did- 
n't even bother with the core-forming die. 
Just cut off an appropriate amount of 
lead, and into the core seating die it went, 
as is. When it came time to “point up” the 
bullet in the final die, there was just a very 
small amount of lead coming out the nose. 
| decided that didn’t look too classy, so | 
backed off the size of the cut lead slug just 
enough to give me a 77-78 grain bullet, 
which had just a bit of air space up front, 
enough so you could honestly call it a hol- 
low point. These bullets also had a little 
boat-tail on them. Previously | had burred 
an edge on a boat-tail punch, and I’d had 
Allen Bench face it off a bit for me, which 
left a little bit of a rebate on it. 

When Dave showed up Saturday morn- 
ing, bright and early . . . just like he said he 
would ... we went out to the little range 
that! have here, but we didn’t shoot any of 
those bullets, he took them home with 
him, about a hundred of them, as | recall. 
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| sort of chuckled to myself. . . the way 
that | made those things, no way will they 
shoot. Rack one up for Harwood, created 
an elephant for the country rube that 
never saw one before. This fellow has the 
habit of bumming bullets, but after this, 
he'll avoid me like the plague. (By the way, 
this year - 1982 - showed up at The Na- 
tionals, there was Dave, my old friend. 
Bummed a bunch of bullets off me. Beat 
me soundly with the bullets that I'd 
“loaned” him. Seemed to take a great deal 
of pleasure in it. But | digress). 

Tuesday morning | got a call from him. 
Says very dryly that “I shot those bullets”. 


Isaid... “yeah?” ... 
He said... “I shot three 3’s,a4anda5 
with them.” 


| chuckled to myself, very quietly, and 
said, “well, | guess we’ll have to write off 
that experiment. They obviously don’t 
shoot.” 

There was a long pause... . a very long 
pause ... and he said ... “Gene, | was 
shooting at 200 yards, not 100.” 

| just about fell off the chair. Those bul- 
lets were fired with a caseful of Reloader 
#11, | don’t recall the weight, and a 12 
inch twist barrel, and with a bit of hind- 
sight, maybe that twist was just what was 
needed. This was on a 6x47 case, by the 
way. 

Well, once | got the fellow off the phone, 
into the loading room, to stare at the dies. 
Remember the first message ever sent by 
telegraph? “What hath God wrought?” | 
found myself repeating the line as | stared 
at the bullet making dies. What would 
they do if | merely made bullets of this 
weight the proper way? Fame, fortune, 
beautiful movie starlets, they all could be 
mine! Well, a few trophies, certainly. 

Started making a supply of bullets, to 
shootin my BR. | really don’t think that the 
6x47 has enough powder capacity to 
shoot a heavy bullet fast enough. | had an 
Oehler model #33 chronograph at that 
time, and| started to do some load and ve- 
locity research on these 78 grain boat- 
tails. Even in the thirteen and a half pound 
rifle, the increase in recoil was obvious. | 
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began to fall into the habit of using 60 
grain bullets, which shot quite well for me, 
at 100 yards, and saving the 78 grain bul- 
lets for 200 and 300 yards. In my experi- 
ence, a boat-tail has advantages at all 
ranges, but the further out you get, the 
target frames, the more that advantage 
begins to show up. I’ve heard a lot of pro 
and con on flat-base-versus boat-tails, 
and I’ve done a lot of comparative testing, 
and I'll always take the boat-tail. 

Of course the basic idea behind this 
whole venture was to get a bullet that 
would be bothered less by the wind thana 
lighter bullet. If you consult the wind-drift 
tables in the Sierra manual, and perhaps 
temper them a bit with the results of per- 
sonal and practical experience, you will 
see that with these 78 grain bullets, at 
3100-3150 feet per second, you are get- 
ting into the same ball park, for wind drift, 
as the .30 caliber 168 grain bullet at 2500 
feet per second in a .308. 

Why haven't! pursued this noble exper- 
iment in recent’time? Good question! The 
crux of the matter is that | question the 
ability of either the 6x47 or the 6PPC to 
drive these heavier bullets fast enough to 
take advantage of their greater weight. 
The BR is the case that could solve the 
problem. ..onpaper. Surely the case has 
had less than a happy history. A cartridge 
with a million possibilities, but the factory 
that gave it birth apparently decided it to 
be an unattractive child, and did its best to 
smother it. 

Most shooters, including yours truly, 
feel that the big reason for the PPC suc- 
cess today is the very superior brass case 
turned out by Sako. Their uniformity is ad- 
mirable. If you ever spent hours making 


up a batch of BR cases, you would won- 
der why they shot as well as they did, with 
all you had to go through to form the darn 
things. You had to be an expert mechanic 
to keep the BR going. The brass was very 
thick, and the more you fired it, the thicker 
it got. If you didn’t resize them, full-length 
resize them before the match, you stood 
out in the crowd. . . you were the guy who 
had to stand up to get enough leverage to 
put the bolt handle down. 

Actually, when all was said and done, 
when all the problems were taken into 
consideration, the BR shot better than it 
had any right to. | had some of the real 
early cases, no headstamp at all. Then 
later some came out stamped “.22 BR”, 
these were made out of .300 Savage 
stock, formed into a .308 case... that we 
made the BR case out of. They had a bit 
thinner walls, and would use a bit more 
powder ... but generally the BR case 
would take between 33 and 34 grains of 
#748 powder . . . although this did give it 
the capacity to push bigger bullets than 
the 6x47 and the PPC just did not have. 

In my chronograph work with the BR 
case and heavier bullets, H335 powder 
was far ahead of any others as far as ve- 
locity went. One day 1 really got into the 
research, and dragged out a 6x47, a 
6PPC, and a 6BR, and cranked up the 
chronograph. Loaded up them all with the 
same load, 31 grains of H335 and with the 
68 grain bullet. The velocities were just 
about identical, which sort of surprised 
me; they ran 3450 f.p.s., which is sort of 
fast at times, working with the BR case, 
and my home-made 60 grain bullets, and 
H335 powder, I’d reached 3650 f.p.s., and

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with the 77 grain bullet, I’d been up in the 
3500 f.p.s. range. Those velocities, how- 
ever, were reached with very hotloads.. . 
| was loading one atatime. . . andinching 
the powder charge upwards, a fraction at 
a time. 

When | got to the point that H335 would 
stop booming, and would start burning 
clean, it would really scoot them out of 
there ... but | never did get a load with 
H335 that would really shoot, accuracy- 
wise, and so | stopped experimenting 
with the powder. 

At the present time, in my philosophy, 
the BR is gone out of my life. I’ve got a 
couple of barrels still chambered for it 
stored away, but my life is too short to put 
up with the blood, sweat, and tears, when 
the PPC is such an easy answer. But! do 
have this opinion. . . that some day some 
body is going to have to develop a case 
that will handle the heavier, more effec- 
tive 6MM bullets. Maybe it’s time | or 
someone else settled down with the PPC, 
and said, if it’s not all we hoped for, it’s the 
best we’ve got, by far and away, so lets

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start some serious heavy bullet experi- 
ments with this case. 

Here are some of my 6BR loads, for bet- 
ter or worse. | take no responsibility for 
their usage, | merely report what my re- 
sults were, on a given day, under unspeci- 
fied circumstances which may change the 
results of others using them. 

The first load, shot with 77 grain bul- 
lets, 7¥2 Remington primers, and 24 
grains of Reloader #7. The average ve- 
locity was 2760 f.p.s., with a 16 f.p.s. 
standard deviation. That certainly wasn’t 
a good load, discarded it. 

| tried switching, same bullet and prim- 
er, to 31 grains of 748 powder. Average 
velocity of 2970, with a 7 f.p.s. standard 
deviation. That's a bit more encouraging, 
but under 3000 f.p.s. is not where | want- 
ed to be, so put that one on the shelf. 

Tried same bullet, but switched to 31 
grains of H322, and also #210 primers, a 
large rifle primer, in cases made out of 
Savage case brass. Average velocity was 
3170 f.p.s., standard deviation of 17 
f.p.s., low was 3150, high was 3194... 
five shot analysis. This was a very accu- 
rate load. 

Tried another experiments. Same bul- 
let and powder charge, but switched to 
cases using the small rifle #205 primer. 
Average velocity of 3107, standard devia- 
tion of 31 f.p.s., low of 3092, high of 3123. 

The large rifle primers gave it a bit more 
velocity, perhaps a bit less consistency, 
don’t know if it means much. 

After a lot of chronograph work and 
study, I’ve reached one major conclusion. 
If everybody agreed that the national 
championships were a toss-up between 
me and one other fellow ... and | really 
wanted to win it ... a couple of months 
before The Nationals, yours truly would 
show up at the doorstep of my big com- 
petitor, gift chronograph in hand, a big red 
ribbon around it, and a humbly mumbled, 
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“small token of my esteem”, before | dis- 
appeared into the night. It is, | admit, sub- 
jective opinion on my part, but | believe 
that sometimes we get too pre-occupied 
with our little chronograph toys, and de- 
vote much time to them that could more 
profitably be spent in the pursuit of accu- 
racy, which after allis what this gameis all 
about. 

About the time that | started to have 
some mild, local success with these bul- 
lets, there was some stuff printed in the 
Canadian benchrest newsletter, which 
drew some inquiries. At a local match 
shortly thereafter, in real windy condi- 
tions, | was lucky enough to win it with my 
heavy (77-78 grain bullets), and Stu Har- 
vey, a friend from California, became real 
interested, and asked me for some for him 
to try. When | got home | found that | did 
not have any boat-tails, but | did have 
some flat base ones, which | sent off to 
him to try. Didn’t hear from Stu for about a 
month and a half, and finally in the mail 
came a tape from Stu Harvey, whichis our 
way of keeping down the phone bills. The 
main quotable portions were, as | recall 
them: the bullets were very pretty, looked 
quite round, but when he put these 77 
grain flat bases in his bullet spinner, the 
results were just awful. They would spin 
four-five- six ten-thousandths out. He 
then started asking me questions that... 
well... you would ask a fellow who was 
having trouble with his first- ever-made- 
lot of bullets. Are you sure your punches 
are square? Do you have any metal piec- 
es under the punches? Scared the dick- 
ens out of me. | had some of that lot left, 
and | dragged out my Hart.bullet spinner, 
tried them, and got exactly the same re- 
sults that Stu did. 

| suspect further that it would not have 
mattered much, as | had my doubts that 
his barrel would stabilize those heavy bul- 
lets. | further hazard an opinion that most, 
probably four out of five 14 inch twist bar- 
rels will not stabilize these heavy 77 grain 
bullets. My BR barrel was a 14 inch twist 
Sherer barrel, and it did stabilize them, 
but many would not. 
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I then, while thinking about Stu’s ques- 
tion if my punches were square, went off 
on an experimental tangent. Called Bob 
Simonson, after a bit of arm twisting he 
agreed to make me a punch that deliber- 
ately was ground so the top of the punch 
was out of square one-thousandth of an 
inch across the surface. The punch, un- 
fortunately, ended up in .22 caliber, be- 
cause | didn’t specify to Bob what caliber | 
wanted, but that was no big problem, | 
make .22 also. 

| made some bullets out of the same 
core-seated jackets with a proper square 
faced punch, and with this | shot a decent 
average group (illustration #1). Then | 
took five of the bullets made with the 
slanted punch. . . by the way, if you stand 
these bullets on a known flat surface, you 
can actually see a slight tilt to them... | 
took a felt-tip pen, and by “eyeballing” 
them, | tried to mark the high side of them. 
| loaded the five into good cartridge 
cases, and as carefully as | could, | tried to 
get the place where the bullet was marked 
to go into the 12 o'clock position of the 
chamber. Now, at this point | have to 
admit we sort of lose control on this as- 
pect of the experiment. You do not really 
know, when you put the bolt handle down, 
you can’t really tell if the bolt catches it, 
and turns the case in the chamber, or if the 
cartridge remains as it was placed in the 
chamber, and the bolt turns freely on the 
rim, in this case leaving the case as 
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placed. | then fixed another group, with 
these tilted bullets this time, and got a big- 
ger group, with a point of impact change. 
With my curiousity now aroused, | loaded 
five more tilted bullets, which were felt-tip 
marked as before, this time | inserted the 
cartridge into the chamber as far as | 
could, before | closed the bolt on it, which | 
think helped keep it in position. For this 
target, | changed the scenario in that | did 
not attempt to have the high side marking 
all in the same place, but rather used five 
different o'clock placings of the markings. 
| fired a two and a half inch group, with the 
center of that group being roughly where 
the good bullets had shot. 


The bad thing about this is that in the 
Hart bullet spinner, those bullets made 
with the slanted punch will only spin four- 
five-six tenths. You would think that they 
would spin out a mile, but they do not! 
That is a major factor why | do not havea 
lot of faith in the practice of bullet spin- 
ning. 

Fortunately most of these heavy bullets 
that | make are boat-tails, and with this 
bullet design, as we know, one does not 
get any readings at all on a bullet spinner. 
Probably we are not missing anything of 
value by our inability to spin the boat-tails, 
because as | have said, | question the 
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value of what the spinner tells us. | no 
longer own one ... there came a fellow 
into my life one day that really wanted one 
... he came away from the transaction 
happy, and so did I. 

| am going to quote from a letter to me, 
dated June 21, 1979 from Bob Sherer, the 
noted Indiana barrel-maker: 

“Dear Gene, 

Received the beautiful 77 grain bullets 
that you sent me, and will give them a try 
tonight. 

About 25 or 30 years ago, | was playing 
with 6MM on the 257 Roberts case. There 
were no 6MM jackets available in those 
days, and | ended up getting ahold of 
some .257 jackets, and as | recall, | be- 
lieve that they were .875 long, after draw- 
ing them down to .243 size, they length- 
ened to somewhere around .890 to 
.895. 

| considered the barrels that were avail- 
able at the time, and selected a 12 inch 
twist barrel made by John Buhmiller. | 
tried that barrel with my home-made 75 to 
80 grain bullets, with quite good results. 
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Now, Buhmiller barrels were not of 
benchrest competition accuracy. But it 
was not unusual to get half-inch groups 
with this set up. However, the heavier bul- 
lets had quite a bit of recoil, so after you 
shot 20 to 30 times, you were getting a lit- 
tle jumpy. 

| tried a6MM on the full length .225 case 
with heavy bullets about five years ago 
with a barrel that | made, with a 13 inch 
twist; it shot quite well, in the quarter inch 
area, or less, but! had the same gun in the 
1972 Nationals, and | won both times in 
matches one and two with groups of .140 
and .170. However, that was the end of 
the good groups, as the recoil got to me. 
The bullets used were 85 grain boat-tails 
made in my own dies. 

| do think that 75 to 77 grain bullets 
would be ideal in a 13 inch twist for 200 
yard shooting, which is where most of the 
matches are won. It is good to see that 
someone is trying to improve on what we 
have now. | believe you are on the right 
track. 

Do you intend to market these 77 grain 
bullets? I’m sure that you could sell all you 
could make! 

As ever, 
Bob Sherer” 
Note what Bob had to say about recoil, 
which was noticeably increased with the 
heavier bullets, and must have been even 
more so in the full length .225 case ver- 
sion. Bob recommends or suggests a 13 
twist, which probably should be well- 
suited, but 12 twist, in my experience with 
heavier bullets, seems to shoot real 
well. 

Twist is a factor, the recoil is a factor, 
and of course, what cartridge to do it 
with? In an unlimited class rifle, the recoil 
is probably not a factor. But, we still have 
the “what cartridge” question. You have 
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to push a 6MM bullet at a good velocity to 
beat the wind drift. 

It might be possible, if jackets were 
available, and one of my friends says that 
he has some over .900 long, to make bul- 
lets into the 80 and 85 grain weight range. 
That might well require a 12 inch twist. 
But, when you start talking about moving 
85 grain bullets out at a good velocity, you 
are going to get a bit of recoil. Just fin- 
ished reading some of Mike Walker’s re- 
cent writings, and Mike related that once 
recoil passed a certain level, it very defi- 
nitely had an adverse effect on his ability 
to shoot well. This varies from individual 
to individual, but we have very few individ- 
uals in our sport who will not admit that re- 
coil, once a certain point is reached, be- 
gins to harm their shooting. For instance, 
Larry Baggett flat out refuses to shoot 70 
grain bullets in a ten and a half pound gun. 
He knows is affects his shooting. Maybe 
one can “get away” with it for a group or 
two, but when you’re shooting all day, ata 
match, it will begin to get to you. 

Tom Seitz is always threatening to 
build a .30 caliber varmint rifle with a muz- 
zle brake on it; as he says, “maybe! won't 
win the match, but neither will the two fel- 
lows on either side of me”. By the way, 
I've found that using both ear plugs and 
ear muffs, it considerably decreases the 
noise level while shooting, and this in turn 
increases your ability to concentrate. 

When | see someone who shoots a .30 
caliber, well, |have very mixed emotions; | 
admire his toughness . . . and! can’t help 
but wonder how much better he would 
shoot with a smaller caliber. The low re- 
coil level of the .222 was a big plus in its 
success. The .22 caliber is having an in- 
crease in usage among benchresters 
these days. Whether they recognize it or 
not, people who switch from the 6PPC to 
the .22PPC are certainly helped by re- 
duced recoil. 

To sum it up, for a couple of years, 
using heavier bullets in the 6MM with a 
good shooting heavy varmint rifle, |had a 
lot of fun experimenting. | won several 
matches; very often the winning was 
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done at 200 yards, using to best advan- 
tage the wind-bucking strength of those 
bullets. In fact, a 300 yard match with 
them was a delight; they certainly got the 
job done out at that range. 

| do feel that there is a future for heavier 
bullets in 6MM. I’m gong to do more work 
with them, using the PPC case as a basis, 
and using my 26 pound Weber action 
heavy bench gun, where recoil will not be 
a factor. | don’t know it | can get the need- 
ed velocity out of the PPC... .| have some 
doubts thatI can. . . butit’s time for some 
more experimenting.

The Tri-State Sportsman's Club, Inc., 
founded in 1937 is celebrating its 50th an- 
niversary this year. It was organized by 35 
members as the Salisbury Pistol Club 
with indoor pistol shooting as its only ac- 
tivity. In five years trap and skeet shoot- 
ing and bird dog field trials were added ac- 
tivities and the membership grew to some 
300 members paying $1.00 a year dues. 
The club owned no land or buildings and 
all activities were conducted on rented 
ground and the monthly meetings were 
held in the Ford automobile show room in 
Salisbury, as the Ford Dealer was a prom- 
inent and active member of the club. The 
name of the club was changed to the Tri- 
State Sportsman’s Club because a signif- 
icant number of members resided in the 
adjoining states of Virginia and Delaware. 
The name “Sportsman’s Club” well de- 
fined the membership of the club because 
over one half of the members were hunt- 
ers and fisherman and although they rare- 
ly participated in the club activities they 
cherished the idea that they could belong 
to a sportsman’s club and swap tall stor- 
ies of their outdoor adventures all for only 
$1.00 a year. 
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Ten years later the club purchased a 
220 acre farm in 1947 and grouped all of 
their activities at one location and built its 
first outdoor rifle and pistol range, a 100 
yard range. By this time the membership 
had dropped to 250 because the dues had 
progressively increased to $10.00 a year 
and most of the members were partici- 
pants in one or more of the activities pro- 
vided by the club. 

Presently, fifty years after the club was 
founded, the Tri-State Sportsman’s Club, 
consisting of 225 members, is situated on 
its 280 acre farm, and is located eight 
miles east of Salisbury, Md. on the 
Dagsboro Road near Parsonburg, Md. On 
180 acres is its tillable farm land which is 
rented to a farmer who grows corn, 
wheat, and soybeans. Seventy acres is 
woodland and both the farm and wood- 
land afford the members excellent deer, 
squirrel, and quail hunting at no additional 
cost above their dues. The shooting rang- 
es and clubhouse are situated on a 30 
acre plot. A new 200 yard rifle and pistol 
range, which can be extended to 300 
yards, has been constructed in the past 
two years. On the cement shooting pad 
are 12 individual shooting benches with 
room for 4 additional benches. The pad is 
completely covered with a roof and in the 


center of the pad is a small clubhouse 
which is used for storage and to get in out 
of the weather. It is furnished with a wood 
stove for heat, a desk for keeping re- 
cords, and chairs. Members can park 
their vehicles within 30 feet or less of the 
shooting benches which gives them con- 
venient access to their guns and shooting 
accessories. An abundant parking space 
is available behind the shooting pad along 
with luxurious shade trees. 

The rifle and pistol range is open seven 
days a week from 9:00 a.m. till dark. Club 
sponosored competitive events on the 
range, also open to non members, are 
held on Sundays with the Hunter Class 
Rifle Matches and Bench Rest Rifle 
Matches being held on the first and third 
Sundays of every month. The .22 cal. Sil- 
houette Rifle & Pistol Matches are held on 
the second and fourth Sundays of every 
month. Breakfast is served from 7:00 
a.m. in the main clubhouse and hot lunch- 
es, coffee, and soft drinks are served 
throughout the day. A monthly newsletter 
and a calendar of club events is sent out 
to the members each month. 

There are six skeet fields and two trap 
fields also located on the 30 acre shooting 
range and are open every Wednesday,

Friday, Saturday, and Sunday. Annually 
there are ten club skeet tournaments for 
members only and three open registered 
skeet tournaments held and four club trap 
tournaments for members only and two or 
three open winter league trap tourna- 
ments are also held each year. 

The 30 acre shooting range is compli- 
mented with a very attractive 30’ by 70’ air 
conditioned brick club house, nestled in 
shade trees and picnic tables. Adjacent to 
the clubhouse are electric and water hook 
ups for recreational vehicles. Inside the 
clubhouse is a large cozy fireplace, a TV- 
VCR and a stereo sound system for en- 
joyment and entertainment. Comfortable 
chairs and sofas along with maple tables 
add to the enjoyment of the members and 
their guests. The walls are mahogany 
paneled and the window draperies are 
carefully designed with colorful game 
birds and ducks. There are women’s and 
men’s rest rooms in the club room. The 
kitchen is equipped to prepare almost any 
variety of foods and does. 

The membership meetings, which at- 
tract 40 to 55 members representing all 
club activities are held on the first 
Wednesday of each month and the Board 
of Directors meet on the third Wednes- 
day. A delicious steak dinner is served 
prior to the meetings. 

The Tri-State Sportsman’s Club is lo- 
cated just 20 miles from the famous and 
popular Ocean City, Md. beach resort, 
which has a population of 250,000 to 
300,000 vacationers in the summer 


months. The club is also located on the 
East side of Wicomico County and, al- 
though a small county, it is a sportsmen’s 
paradise with an abundance of excellent 
deer, wild waterfowl, and upland game 
hunting. Wicomico County also boasts of 
its superb saltwater trout, blue fish, drum, 
perch, and croaker fishing and fantastic 
crabbing for the famous Chesapeake Bay 
blue claw crabs. The county is also literal- 
ly dotted with fresh water fishing loca- 
tions, yearly stocked with fresh water 
fish. 

Annually, in December, the club hosts a 
combination Christmas party and awards 
banquet in the clubhouse. At that time the 
most valuable club member of the year 
and the Sportsman of the year are hon- 
ored along with the various club shooting 


champions in skeet, trap, rifle, and pistol. 
Framed wildlife prints and polished pew- 
ter trophies are used for the awards. Live 
music entertainment is provided from 6 
p.m. to 12 p.m. and a scruptous dinner is 
served at 7:30 p.m., which is the only 
charge to the members and their wives. 
Members decorate the clubhouse and itis 
almost breath taking, particularly while 
dining by soft candlelight. 

There are other social events held 
throughout the year such as buffet din- 
ners, steamed crab feasts, spaghetti din- 
ners, and a wild game dinner. 

The club is blessed with its assets and 
within this organization are some of the 
nicest people you'll ever meet.

In 1962 a small group of shooters or- 
ganized the Holton Gun and Bow Club. 
For the first two years they held their 
shoots at a farm owned by one of the club 
members. In 1964 they were able to pur- 
chase eighty acres of land. In the early 
years a tent was used as a clubhouse. 
The membership grew to one hundred 
and twenty five, a clubhouse was built, 
and three covered benches were added. 
A shoot was held at the club three Sun- 
days a month. Deer rifles were used to 
shoot at various informal targets such as 
balloons and eggs, all at 100 yards. We 
still have these informal, fun shoots, but 
with the steady upgrading of equipment, 
and a movement to target rifles, the fun

In 1981 anew range was built, this one 
with twelve covered benches. Since that 
time the club has held hunter class 
benchrest matches once a month; we 
have an average of fifteen shooters at 
these monthly matches. A few club mem- 
bers became serious about things, and 
began to enter regional and national level 
competition. 

Finally, in 1984 the club decided to hold 
its first NBRSA sanctioned match. There 
is only one other club in Michigan holding 
registered matches, and they are in the 
upper peninsula region. Only thirteen 
shooters were on hand for the first match; 
Still. . .it was a start. In 1986 the club held 
three registered matches, with an aver-
